BUNDESRATH’S DECISION 
REGARDING JESUIT BILL 


Ruling Holds Recent Course of New Bavy- 
arian Ministry To Have Been 
Illegal. 

Berlin, Nov. .28—The Bundesrath has 
reached a decision regarding the adminis 
tration of the Jesuit bill, which, in effect 
holds that Bavaria’s recent course was 
illegal. 

Of the first acts of the new Bavarian 
ministry coming into power in consequence 
of the victory of the clerical centre party 
in the Bavarian elections, was the issu 
anee of a decree modifying the severity of 
enforcement of the long pending legis 
lation against the Jesuit order inquiry 
and in the resulting inquiry it was 
brought out that an “interpretation” of 
the inilitia law, not at all unfavorable to 
the Jesuit order, had been Issued in Prus 
sia 

By the Bundesrath'’s ruling the Jesuits 
will be permitted to hold family masses 
in the home, deliver scientific addresses, 
which, however, must not touch on relig 
ion; but they are permitted no further ac 
tivities 

A secret order issued iast spring by the 
president of the Bavarian council of min 
isters permitted the holding of “confer 
ences” in the churehes, at which sacra 
ments might be administered

ROYAL COMMISSION UlGioD, 

Ottawa, Nov, Z0—-S8everal members 
of parliament have received petitions 
from parts of Ontario urging the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission to 
inquire into the stability of the Can- 
adian banks, the idea being to pre 
clude the possibility of any further 
disaster. The movement was char- 
acterized by an M. P, today as "a »y 
product of the collapse of the Farm- 
ers’ bank, and engineered by share- 
holders and depositors of that institu- 
tien to strengthen their own case.’ 

As soon as the naval bill is out of 
the way the minister of finance will 
proceed with the Bank act and it 
promises to be a rather contentious 
measure, Some members are prepar- 
ing to insist upon closer audit and 
other methods making for the security 
ot the depositors. For several ses- 
sions there have been attempts to 
amend the act, but they have been 
put off pending a general revision. 
There willenow be an opportunity for 
bringing forth all these proposed re- 
forms and it is expected to be fully 
availed of,
